The warden at oho time declared that 
were It necessary he would not hesi- 
tate to send this man on an errand 
alono for Jive hundred miles from the- 
prison, as ho felt absolutely certain 
the man would return at tho time he 
was expected. 


Rough treatment of prisoners by 


tile guards Is absolutely forbidden at 
r.eavcnworth, nnd a guard who In any 
way ill-treats a prisoner is summarily 
dismissed. 
Letters written to tho 


warden, by the men are sure to be 
carefully read and the complaints 
contained therein investigated. When 
a man by good behavior Is mado a 
"trusty" he Is put upon his honor and 
allowed considerable freedom. 
For 


Instance, tho man who drove the 
warden's carriage- for several years 
was a "trusty" and frequent!}- he took 
the female members of the family for 
long drives through the country far 
away from the prison; another was n 
cook In his home, ivnd still another has 
acted as butler. 
'.?ho "trusties" have 


n special bedroom In the penitentiary 
where they may read when not at 
work. 
, • 


Several of the prisoners are capable 


musicians and an orchestra has been 
organized which frequently plays on 
Sunday In the 1'ttle jaliery during the 
dinner hour. 
This may seem Incon- 


gruous to many •persons, but these 
under whoso charge these unfortunate) 
men have been placed bellevo that 
music Is like sunshine and that all tho 
men who go astray aro not wholly 
bad. 
Baseball fa one of the recrea- 


tions 
In 
which 
tho 
well-behaved 


prisoners may indulgo 
occasionally. 


The mere fnct of being able to take 
part In games is an incentive for 
somo of the men to obey the rules. 
A few of the Inmates nro experts In 
wood-carving and tho largo wooden 
eagle—the emblem of the Department 
of Justice, which was on exhibition at 
the Jamestown Exposition was carved 
by a pris-jner at Lcavenworth. Several 
of tho men who ar« serving terms for 
making counterfeit 
money, raising 


note?, etc., are rather clever artists. 
Ono of these convicts lettered tho 


gold, and another decorated the safes 
throughout .the building with pretty 
marine views. The story ot tho down- 


fall of this young mar. serves to show 
how early ono may go astray. 
He 


was a struggling 
artist, and was 


called upon to paint a picture In which

i model, "so he raised tho two to twenty 
j arid did It so skillfully that he almost 
j deceived himself.

By mistake, he declares, he

twenty dollar note. On.receiving tho 
change he failed to correct tho mis- 
take fearing arrest for having coun- 
terfeit money on his person. 
For 


several days ho hourly expected to be 
arrested, but tho counterfeit was not 
detected. 
Later he began to raise 


notes for his own amusement, and 
finally it becamo a business and ho 
lived In luxury on his unlawful gains 
in this way. 
At last his work was 


discovered and ho was arrested. Con- 
viction soon followed with'a sentence 
to 
tho 
Leavenworth 
penitentiary. 


Whiskey, gambling 'and the desire for 
luxurious living have brought a num- 
ber of men to tho cells of this bis 
prison. 


It must not be understood from tho 


above that the 
prisoners are all 


tractable, peaceable men, for such Is 
not tho case, and every movement ot 
some of them must be watched and 
their dispositions studied. There Is n, 
firmly fixed determination 
In 
the 


minds of some of the men to escape, 
and they aro ever planning, over 
watching for some opportunity to 
bring about their desired end. 
The 


mere kllllnj,- of a. guard or a fellow- 
prisoner means nothing to thcra when 
the hope of liberty Is In sight. There 
was an evidence of this in 1301 when 
a serious mutiny occurred and a num- 
ber of prisoners escaped after killing 
one- guard 
and 
wounding several 


others. Nearly all tho men wero re- 
captured, and to avoid n. repetition of 
this, a fortliko watch tower has been 
built from which guns may be used 
In any direction without tha men be- 
hind them being in any danger. The 
gales are all carefully guarded and 
every wagon passing through them, 
either empty or loaded. Is thoroughly 
examined by the guards to see that 
no person Is concealed therein. The 


. examination of these wagons Is rather 


Interesting, especially If tho wagon 
contains sand or stone. 
When the, 


wagon reaches tho guardhouse one of 
the officers appears with a long, sharp ' 
iron rod. 
Ho runs this rod through 


the contents of the wagon again and 
again in such a manner that no 
(human being could 
poslbly escapo

Claughry, an oMicer who served with 
distinction

Shortly after Its close he/became In- 
terested In prison work and since that 
time has served In tho capacity, ot 
warden ; at several prisons. 
Ho was 


also Chief of Police of Chicago for 
over two years. 
His wardenship. at 


Leavcnworth 
has already extended 


over a period of thlrteC.. years. 
Ho 


has 
travelled 
extensively 
through 


Kuropo , studying prison conditions, 
and in 1095 ho went to England 'by 
special invitation to Inspect English 
prisons. Although a strict disciplina- 
rian, Major McClaughry has a kind 
and sympathetic nature and Is always 
ready to help a prisoner on tho right 
road.

Major McClaughry was tho

man to Introduce tho Bertlllion Sys- 
tem of measurement in State prisons, 
which he did while In charge of tha 
pcntltentiary at Jollet,'^Illinois.

England ho examined tho system and 
Immediately saw Its great value as n 
means of tracing crime and arranged 
to- havo John Kenneth Feirler, of 
Scotland Yard, to spend some tlmo at 
Leavenworth and give Instructions aa 
to the workings of tfie.system. Somo 
stirring scenes havo been enacted'in 
the fingerprint bureau there, as on 
ono occasion a rebellious prisoner,

clerk, seriously Injuring him. It waa 
afterward discovered through a com- 
parison of tha prints that he wag n 
notorious criminal who had escaped 
from nn English prison. Later he had 
tc be put In solitary continemcnt for 
nearly killing a fellow prisoner.

They arc then classified, and 
unless h!c entire life story is known all 
prints in this class arc examined In 
order to discover whether or rot he 
has been in prison heretofore.

Identification by this method Is abso- 
lutely correct for no two persons' 
fingerprints arc alike.
